Popular Men in Nevada Sue- 
combs to an Attack of Pneu- 
monia Yesterday Morning 


Jerry Bray died at 10 o'clock yes- 


terday morning in the Waldeck hospit- 
al in San Francisco. 
Several weeks 


ago he appeared to be in the prime of 
hiis vigor, but a cold speedily devel- 
oped into pneumonia and for the past 
ten days his demise was almost daily 
expected 


The deceased was one of the most 


popular men in tnis section of 
the 


state. 
For thirty years he ran over 


the V. & T. railroad, at first as 
a 


brakeman and later conductor of the 
local. 


He possessed a magnetic personal- 


ity and was a general favorite with 
the 'traveling public and the people 
along the line of the road. 


Mr. Bray Was a native of Nebraska, 


but laved nearly all his life in Nevada. 
He is survived by a wife who resides 
in Virginia City, and by a mother and 
two sisters in California.

Another 
Correspondent Replies 


to H.-H. B.'s Query Relative 
to the Standard of Value of 


the Yellow Met'al 


Editor Journal: 
In your paper of 


the 24th inst. I' noticed two communi- 
cations in respect to the value of the 
gold dollar, or at least I judge from 
the tone of the remarks published that 
there Is some controversy going on 
among your, readers in reapect to the 
same or toUhe value of th'e ounce of 
gold.. I think they are both wrong in 
their deductions and conclusions. 


It is rriy caridid'*opinioh that no Con- 


gress or legislative body of law makers 
ever assembled together yet that had 
the power to create any value what- 
ever on gold,, since all things commer- 
cially speaking is valued by gold. How 


, does the law making power of 
any 


country create a value in a metal it 
does not own nor possess. 
Our gov- 


ernment at Washington does not mine 
gold to create a value in it, consequent- 
ly our law making power is supposed 
to make a law creating a value In the 
metal that is produced by a private 
citizen from the. .crust of the earth. In. 
that case the law'making power passes 
this special law for, the benefit of those 
. engaged in the production of this gold 


- metal. 
This is a most remarkable 


condition, and looks very like a false 
idea on the part of a great many peo- 
ple. 


I have given the money question, 


coinage laws and mine regulations a 
gbod'"de'ar of ' thought and''study, and 
the 'more I investigate this perplexing 
question the more I am convinced that 
no law making power can, create any 
value in the gold ounce, and I will now 
give you my reasons and deductions 
in arriving at the above conclusion: 


First, I will write of our own coun- 


try. 
I find that the legislative power 


conferred upon Congress by the Con- 
stitution glves.it the power to . make 
money as a medium of exchange and 
in settlement of other obligations. Con- 
gress selects a metal for this purpose 
and the law says there is so many 
grains in weight and of a certain fine- 
ness in this dollar; it provides in its 
laws, and mint regulations how this 
metal is to be coined. 
Then what? 


It opens the mint and 
says to the 


people: "Bring in your gold and this 
mint will coin it into nice round gold 


; dollars or in fives, tens or twenties, as 
the case may be,." 


Now, 
then, to further illustrate this 


' subject, I will say that you are 
the 


first miner to arrive at the mint with 
one hundred ounces of metal, say gold-. 
You ask the mint officer how soon 
your bar of gold will be coined into

dollars and he says in three days. You 
return in three days to the mint and 
you receive your coined dollars. 
: 


Now is it not true that these dollars 


'are yours and not the government's? 
If the government ever comes into pos- 
session'-of one of these dollars it will 
do so through its tax gatherers. 


Now then, Mr. Miner, you have the 


gold dollars and what are you going 
to do with them? .Exchange them, of 
course, for the necessaries of life and 
other things that suit your fancies. 
Tou may get much for your dollars ar | 
you may get little. It all depends on 
your 
capacity and 
judgment as 
a j 


trader. 
. 


Second, I will now draw a c^fcnpari-:: 


son between two 
governments, each 


possessing the same power, and , each 
being absolutely free and independent 


1 of 
the other. 
One government makes 


.coinage laws and mint regulations and 


selects a money metal and says that 
so many grains of this..metal, so many 
points fine, shall be .the uijit of .values 
and they call it a.standard .dollar.,., 
. 


The other government does in like 


manner and it selects "a different metal 
for its money, metal' and it opens its 
mints 'to Yts' people. 
Now we' have ;a 


fair test of the power to create value 
.In a metal for money purposes. If the. 
opinions of the great majority of peo- 
ple is true then each government would 
have to create a value ,in toe particular 
metal it selected for its money metal. 


. Is it true that each government through 
,:its laws created values in each metal 


• that was selected? Nothing could be 
more visionary'in.the mind of.man. i 


• find that' the^rnoriey metal of "one coun 


try KSs" remained stationary-*"for;fifty, 
years and in_ that time the money rriet-1 
al selected" by: the;, other government: 


say that our coinage laws created a 
value in a money metal. 


And to 
further demonstrate 
this 


fact, without going into details: 
The 


English government has had a fixed) 
standard of ..money since the year 
of 


1816 
and that, money, standard is gold, 


and we are told that it created a value 
in' the ounce of gold through its coin- 
age laws and the stamp of. the govern- 
ment being affixed to the same, 


Do not forget this, that the same 


English government through its own 
laws the same as above coins another 
money metal or has coined it and af- 
fixed its stamp to the same. 
This 


money metal was silver and • known 
as the Indian rupee. .Did this rupee, 
.with the stamp of the English govern- 
ment upon it, remain 
a stationary 


standard,' or did the English govern- 
ment create a value in silver by using 
it as a money metal and putting its 
royal stamps upon it? 
Surely no one 


will be so stupid as to say that the 
rupee minted under the English coin- 
age laws did remain stationary as a 
money standard, and no one would dare 
to say that the -stamp of the English 
government created any value in that 
money metal. 


And now the question resolves it- 


self back into my mind this way: How 
can any government create any values 
in one money metal it uses and not 
create like values in another money 
metal it uses? It is very strange, Mr. 
Editor, that such a condition should 
exist, but it does. 


If you see fit to publish this notice 


on this important subject I am sure it 
will bring able writers out with re- 
joiners. 
If it does it will serve the 


purposes of the writer of this article,
